The War and the Creeds 


MORE AND BETTER GEOGRAPHY 


An Iowa paper suggests ed itorially that phy sical and 
com m ercial geography ought to he m ore generally taught 
in our public schools. 
Most pupils hav e only a sm atter 
tng of geography in the gram m ar grades, which they 
proceed to forget before they hav e gone v ery far through 
high school. 


Our gen eral ignorance of geography Is Indicated, say s 
the Iowa ed itorial writer, by the fact that men and 
women cannot from memory co-ordinate locations in con 
nection w ith the European war. 
T hey hav e acquired 
from new spaper maps a general idea of the region around 
the western front, but they are easily lost when they 
try to follow m ov em ents in som e of the more rem ote 
scenes of the world war. 
He su ggests, too, that people 
who knew th eir geography better w ouldn’t be so easily 
duped by ex p loiters of wild railroad and realty boom s 
here at hom e. 


It’s encouraging to note that geography m ethods 
hav e changed m uch of late. 
N ow aday s pupils learn why 
a great w aterw ay is com m ercially im portant, why big 
industrial and railroad centers are located near coal and 
iron m ining regions. 
Climate and soil and agricultural 
belts are understood in their relation to eacli other. 
A 
pupil learns to trace a bushel of w heat from the farm 
country w here it is raised to its final destination. 
He 
follow s the ore or the coal from the m ines to the factory 
and then on around the world w herev er the com pleted 
product goes. 
And the towns and riv ers fall into the 
general schem e of things quite naturally and inev itably 
He learns th eir location and im portance without m emor 
izing long lists of m eaningless nam es. 
There’s no harm in teaching geography bey ond the 
grammar grades. 
But what is taught there is going to 
he rem em bered better and he of m ore v alue if it is 
taught right. 


(From the M inne a polis J ourna l) 
In how m any fundam ental w ay s the world will be 
remodeled by the war, no w ise man will now undertake 
to say . 
But that men in C hristian lands w ill he thinking 
In new term s after the war, is to he ex pected. 


The m illion s of soldiers w h o hav e faced death, who 
hav e eaten, drunk, slept and chum m ed w ith death for 
y ears in tren ch and field, w ho hav e been in the business 
of killing, and abov e all of offering their liv es freely for 
others—th e se men, or such of them as think clearly , will 
not thereafter he content with, the trifles that before 
amused them , nor with the con v en tion alities that once 
looked im portant. 
These m en on com ing hom e may he 
ex pected to sh ift any sh iftab le thing in the social struc­ 
ture. 


And no great institution w ill he more sev erely put 
to the test by them than the Christian church. 
Any part 
of that structure that has b een built of con v entionalities 
or sentim en talities, or of an y th in g not elem ental to life, 
will he sev erely shaken, if not thrown down. 
In the fire 
of a world w ar like this, on ly the gold in a life philos­ 
ophy will rem ain unconsum ed. 


In (he recent publication, The Church in the Fur­ 
nace, a collection of essay s by Church of England m in­ 
isters in war serv ice, Rev . F. R. Barry , of E n glan d ,‘say s:

A German health official is quoted as ex pressing deep 
satisfaction ov er the old-age m ortality figures. 
It hap 
pens that in th e past y ear the d eaths of men and wom en 
ov er 55 hav e am ounted to about three-quarters of a m il­ 
lion more than usual. And this incredible doctor declare* 
that Germany is “ glad of it,” because "it shows that the 
German power is increasing.” 
To understand that remark it is necessary to know 
that in d istrib u tin g food and other n ecessaries the Ger 
man gov ernm ent deliberately d iscrim in ates against men 
and women p ast the age of m ilitary u sefulness.

S TRETCHING PARIS TO 
MEET THE NEEDS OF FRANCE 


THE RED CROSS HAS HELPED WHERE GOV. 
ERNMENTS WERE HELPLESS. 


The av alanche of refu gees that 
swept into Paris from the north of 
France had been the despair of the 
civ il 
au thorities. 
These 
homeless, 
stu nned people were a new responsi­ 
bility to be added to the thou sands of 
wou nded men that came steadily from 
the shambles of the west front. 
Paris is an old city . 
It was not 
ready to take In its neighbors’ chil­ 
dren. 
Its popu lation was already a 
tight fit. 
So it made the best of its 
poor hospitality by offering u p its gar­ 
rets. New bu ilding constru ction seem­ 
ed impossible. Men were scarce. The 
mechanic was either manning the 
trenclns or fighting the fight in the 
war factories. Paris was distracted. 
It Is wonderfu l indeed how nobly 
Paris tried to meet this condition. 
And it Is remarkable how Paris met it 
with the aid of ou r own Red Cross. 
Unhampered by red tape or precedent 
ou r Red Cross pu t on ov eralls and 
ju mper, carried the hod, became archi­ 
tect, engineer and contractor and went 
Into the bu ilding of homes. Here was 
a chu rch lot that lay v acant; here an 
u nfinished hospital; there a worn ou t 


bu ilding, all of which In a fortnight 
were started on their way toward new 
apartments, rooms and sleeping wards. 
We here at home who associate the 
great Red Cross mov ement with band­ 
ages and white gowned nu rses mu st 
lose this old Illu sion in the light of a 
thou sand other works for hu manity . 
In this case we see the Red Cross 
first as diplomats conv incing the civ il 
au thorities of Paris as to their ability 
to 
remedy the situ ation, 
then 
as 
architects remodeling bu ildings, chang­ 
ing bu ilding plans, hiring labor gath­ 
ered by themselv es from the ex -sol­ 
diery and the older man, all the while 
working u nder ev ery Imaginable hand­ 
icap, while Father Time cried, “Get it 
done, get it done." 
So ou t of the garrets came these de­ 
spairing people to find new hope in 
clean homes, to get new cheer ou t of 
sheer bodily comfort and fresh cou r­ 
age to again take u p the great tru st 
that France has kept so well—“to car­ 
ry on." 
It is not strbnge that ou r 
French brothers believ e in y ou r own 
Red Cross ju st a little more than y ou 
do. Bu t shou ld this be?

WHEN A CUP OF 
COFFEE TASTES LIKE 
A MILLION DOLLARS 


He Got His Cu p and Then 
Went on—to Death. 


Throu gh the establishment of the 
line of commu nication canteens in 
France the American Red Cross Is set­ 
ting records In serv ing hot coffee, co­ 
coa and sandwiches to the troops. One 
of the*« refreshment u nits made an­ 
other sew record recently , serv ing 
more than 50,(MX) meals In one week. 
At another a cap of coffee was aerv ed 
ev ery ten secoiods for a period of two 
consecu tiv e hou rs. 
In a single week these lines of com­ 
mu nication canteens often serv e 8 0,000 
American and French soldiers. 


Soldiers in Box Cara. 
Do ou r soldiers and their allies real­ 
ly w ant this form of Red Cross serv ­ 
ice? A letter from a y ou ng American 
av iator, a 1017 gradu ate of Princeton 
Univ ersity , is probably ty pical. 
It 
might be added that this man has since 
been reported killed after bringing 
down a German Tau be. 
“A 50 mile 
train ride ov er here,” he said, “instead 
of taking a few hou rs may take day s. 
When we stop at a Red Cross canteen 
y ou can bet that a cu p of coffee tastes 
like a million dollars.” 
It is not alway s possible for a regi­ 
ment to prov ide su fficient food and hot 
coffee on these long jou rney s, where 
the men mu st often be packed stand­ 
ing into u nheated box cars ordinarily 
u sed for carry ing horses. 
So Imagine 
for y ou rself the warmth, the cheer, the 
comfort that piping hot coffee and 
good sandwiches bring to ou r boy s aft­ 
er a night on su ch a jou rney ! 
You 
can ju st bet that it stiffens a man’s 
cou rage. 
You r Red Cross Is handing 
ou t this renewed cou rage by the piping 
hot cu pfu l.

A Little S tory With a Big 
Th ou gh t in It. 


A month ago the Red Cross chapter 
In Bay City , Mich., receiv ed a hu rry - 
u p call for 150 du nnage bags. Troops 
were abou t‘to mov e, and throu gh an 
ov ersight their equ ipment was not 
complete. 
The bags had to be made 
and sent within 48 hou rs. 
A requ est 
for help w« i sent ov er the town, and 
the stores were searched su ccessfu lly 
for the right materials. 
Among those 
who qu ickly responded and came to 
the chapter workrooms to help were 
two little girls, sisters, abou t ten and 
twelv e y ears of age, each eager to lend 
hand and do something for the boy s 
who were going to the front. 
All day 
long the fingers of the women and 
the little girls were fairly fly ing. 
Rag 
after bag receiv ed the last stitch u n­ 
score« w« re piled u p reatjy for 
shipm ent Closing time came, and the 
woman su perintending the making of 
the bags cou nted those completed and 
annou nced that if ev ery one of the 
workers cou ld come early the nex t 
morning and work all day the bags 
wou ld su rely be finished in time for 
shipping by ev ening. Two crestfallen 
little girls, the little sisters, were wait­ 
ing for her at the door as she de­ 
parted. 
Red Cross Du nnage Bags. 
“We are awfu lly sorry , ma’am,” said 
the older of the two, “bu t we can’t 
come back tomorrow. You see tomor­ 
row we hav e to—” And, withou t fin­ 
ishing the sentence, she looked back 
istfu lly at the pile of bags. 
It 1« too bod y ou can’t come back,” 
said the su perintendent, “bu t I want 
thank y ou , and we all thank y ou , 
for the work y ou ’v e done today . 
You 
two hav e teen a wonderfu l help, and 
that pile of bags wou ldn’t be nearly so 
big if y ou hadn’t been here. 
Good 
night." 
The nex t morning when the su per­ 
intendent came down to u nlock the 
workrooms for the day she was aston­ 
ished to see the two little girls stand­ 
ing In the cold by the locked door. 
“Oh, I’m so glad to see y ou !” she 
said. “I thou ght y ou said y ou cou ldn’t 
come?" 
“Oh, we knew those Red Cross bags 
Ju st had to be finished for the sol­ 
diers,” ex claimed the little one, with 
glistening ey es, “and we got u p at 
three o’clock this morning and got the 
washing done early 1” 


We don’t feel the war y et In my 
town. 
Oh, we took twice ou r allot­ 
ment of the second Liberty loan. And 
a good many of the boy s hav e slipped 
away (the mothers know abou t that). 
The stores are finding it pretty hard 
to make ends meet. 
We get little 
su gar or coal. Bu t we still hav e plen­ 
ty of gasoline. Some of u s are looking 
u p su mmer cottages, ju st as in other 
y ears. 
Sometimes I think that ou r only 
point of contact with the tru th Is in 
the Red Cross rooms on Main street, 
The women crowd the place, v ery neat 
and trim in their white working u ni­ 
forms. 
I often wonder how many of 
them think—see clearly , I mean, with 
the flashing inner ey e of Imagination— 
that ev ery one of the pads, tampons, 
applicators and “fou r-by -fou r» " they 
make there by the thou sand is to tou ch 
a wou nd in the body , head or face of 
one of ou r American boy » . 


A Garden In France. 


SUPPLYING FRENCH HOSPITALS. 


The Red Cross hospital su pply serv ­ 
ice in France has 16 warehou ses filled 
with dru gs, medicines, su rgical instru ­ 
ments and dressings. 
It serv e» 3,423 
French military hospital« . 


The difficu lty is we can't think It 
Not qu ite. 
We still, any ev ening In 
the post office or Richardson’s dru g 
store, speak casu ally of this world 
cru sh as “a” or “the" war. 
As If it 
were Ju st a war I 
We can’t think 
that 
we 
are 
fighting 
not 
merely 
an army , not merely a people, bu t 
a concept that has colored and con­ 
qu ered the mind of a people and that 
is deliberately designed to color and 
conqu er the mind of the world. 
I think often of a garden in France. 
Ou tside ou r casement was a rou nd 
fou ntain with a stone coping. 
The 
girls from the little school nex t door 
play ed tlieir singing games ou t there— 
“Su r le pont d’Av lgnon” and “Ahi 
mon beau Chateau .” The tennis cou rt 
bey ond the hedge was grav el, with 
Hu es marked by red tiles su nk edge­ 
wise into the grou nd. 
Sometimes a 
ball fell against one of the tiles and 
bou nced backward. The path that di­ 
v ided the cou rt from the v egetable 
patch was shaded by apple trees train­ 
ed like v ines ov er a long trellis. The 
other fru it trees were trained flat 
against the north wall, so that each 
pple and pear cau ght the su n fu ll and 
reddened there. 
From ou r casement, too, we looked 
ou t ov er fou ntain and hedge to the 
gray old city spread beu eatb u s like 
a relief map, the hu ge bu ff-gray cathe­ 
dral with its incredibly beau tifu l rose 
window and its twin towers dominat­ 
ing city and cou ntry side. 
There was 
alway s a scaffolding abou t one tower, 
a reminder perhaps that y ou can hard­ 
ly ex pect su ch a stru ctu re to be com­ 
pleted within a mere 7 00 y ears. 
It is 
an age old growth, that cathedral, a 
flowering of the spirit of a race that 
liv es, toils and worships beau ty . 
The Cathedral Still Stand» . 
The Germans hav en't reached my 
garden y et. Not, that Is, in this war. 
They were there in '71. Nor hav e they 
reached the cathedral. 
Not y et. The 
way lies throu gh Paris and Orleans. 
. . . 
I close my ey es and try to Im­ 
agine it—the old city down there « 
smoking ru in, the cathedral gone, the 
sou ls and bodies of those little singing 
girls I u sed to know destroy ed by Ger­ 
man soldiers. . . . That will mean, 
if it happens, that France ha» fallen. 
It will not happen, I think. Oar boy s 
will be standing directly in the way . 
They are going to try to stop the Ger­ 
mans with their bodies. 
And so I think again of the Red 
Cross rooms on Main street, where 
the flag flies that I see ev ery day . 
We mu st fight to the death either 
ov er there or here. I, who am too old 
for the front line, mu st at least help 
to protect that old cathedral or I » hall 
find my self fighting to protect ou r 
Main street. 
Bu t what little I can do mu st be 
done throu gh the Red Cross. 
I mu st 
think of those wou nds, of somebody 
from home ly ing ou t there in No Man's 
Land. 
It is something that the Red 
Cross will be there, ev ery where, with 
stretchers and first aid and ambu ­ 
lances and ev acu ation hospitals and 
base hospitals. I mu st think, too, that 
the Red Cross is try ing to reconstru ct, 
now, a broken people. 
I mu st think of the cost of all thl» , 
the heav y , interminable* cost of it. And 
then, as I lov e the old cathedral and 
the singing little girls, who are y ou ng 
women now, and my own town here, 
whence ou r lot of the fighting boy s are 
slipping qu ietly away , I mu st io what 
I can for the Red Cross, 
I mu st d o th at, 
" 
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
